Incicher ; and the falveſs and glory of the Saints, 
by the emptineſs avd ſhame of the King of Slots. 
The Third Woader, was a Wonder of Mercy, in

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Agony, and was Betrayed, the High Prien“ 
yall, where that Bleſſed Face which was fairer 
than the Children of men, was Spit on, and in

by the Rowan Governovr, Firfi to be in a moſt in- 
hamane mausert Cruelly Scourged with Whips, 
and beaten with Reeds, and then his Royal 
Head to be barbarouſly Crowned with a Diadem 
of Thorns? And after all this, by a moſt unjuſt 
sentence, delivered to be Crucified, only to 
grarifie the importunlty and clamour of « mul- 
nitede.
